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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 3-7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the 
merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described.as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Morriss 20030074021 in view of Green 4994073. 

Regarding claim 1: Morriss discloses an endoprosthesis made from biological 
polymer with a textured cover 100 and having protrusions in the form of conical barbs 
208 that can be flexible and elastic (p. [0121]) and having sharp ends (p. [0002]). 
Morriss also discloses the arrangement and interval between the barbs varying with 
application (p. [0020]). 

Morriss does not distinctly disclose the elevation of the protrusions in the range 
of 0.01 mm to 5mm (Col. 12 II. 14-16). 

Green discloses protrusions of a length of about 0.167 inches, which is within the 
specified range. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to combine the protrusions of Morriss with the length of Green in order to 
penetrate the tissue sufficiently allowing a firm setting as taught by Green (Col. 5 II. 10- 
16). 

Regarding claim 2: Morriss further discloses the barbs being oriented in the same 
direction and in staggered order (Fig. 5A).
